WPS one of tbc 


editors ana publishers, of the Bedford 
ItcpuMican from ISiSl to 13S4, wh»n it.

nected until 1S30. In January, 1339, he 
purchased the Evarett Press and s:>on 
after the Leader a-d for a time con- 
ducted th'ra under the one narns of tbe 
Press rm<! Leader of Everett.. In 1S93 
the old name, Everett Press, was re- 
sumed and on April 1,1903, the deceas 
edsold his interest to Joseph F. Bidrlj. 
E f q , the present owner. In 1SS6 he 
received the senatorial instructions 
from Bsdford county, but, a'ter a long 
conference, gave the nomination to W 
S. Alexander, of Fulton county. He was 
elected to the legislature in 1893 and 
was re-elected in 1S94 and 1396. In 
1393 he was again a candidate, but was 
defeated by H-m. E S. Doty, of Bed- 
ford. While ia the legislature he in- 
troduced the Smith school appropria- 
tion bill and secured its passage; be 
seived on the appropriation committee, 
the insurance committee and the judi- 
ciary local committee. At the time of 
his death Mr. Smith was rural frea de- 
livery inspector for district No. 2 
He 


was a member of t&e Ererett lodge No. 
524, F. and A, M., Bedford lodga K. of 
P. and Washington Camp No. 81, P. 0. 
S. of A. His wife and the following 
children surviva him: Thaddeus, of 
Pittbturg; Daniel, of St. Louis, Mo ; 
Ross, of Cline, Okla ; Ralph, William 
C., Jr., Scott F., Margaret, Mella and 
Evelyn, at home. He is also survived 
by six brothers and one sister, namely, 
Wellington and Sheridan S-nith, of 
Billings, Mont.; Scott Smith, of Pitts- 
burg; John 0 , DwH 0 , and Benjimin 
F. Smith and Mrs. Joseph A. Gaphart, 
of Bedford. The funeral services will

Mr. Smith 
was a member of the Reformed church 
He was devoted to his family and was 
a loyal patriot and good citizen.

NEW YORK, Jon-> 15 —Mora than 600 


persons, most of them women and chil- 
dren, met a ghastly death by flam^ or 
water in the burning of the big exeu> 
sion steamboat General Slocum this 
morning. The boat was carrying an ex- 
cursion party of about 1,600 under tho 
auspices of St. Mark's GirmanLutheran 
church. 


It was one of the most appalling dir- 


asters in the history of New York, 
tragic in its immensity, dramatic in its 
episodes and deep'y pathetic in tho 
tender age of most of its victims. Ij 
oecnrred in the East river, at the en- 
trance to Long laland Sound, within s 
short distance of the New York shore 
and within sight of thousands of per- 
sons, the majority of whom were pow- 
erless to minimize the extent of the 
catastrophe. 


Four hundred and ninety-eight bouies 


had been recovered tonight and divers 
were at work taking bodies from the 
hold of the boat. The bodies of many 
persons who leaped into the river have 
not yet been found,and it will be many 
hours before the list of the dead is any- 
where near complete. 


The vessel took fire from the upset- 


ting of a pot of grease in the lunch 
room. 
The flames spread with start 


ling rapidity, and the captain started 
the boat for the shore in the hope of 
saving lives by beaching her. Clouds 
of smoke rolled back through 
the 


crowded decks. The flames followed 
instantly, and a wild panic ensued. 
Hf mmsd in by the rocks of Hell Gate, 
the captain was unable to turn his ves- 
sel in the channel,and crowding on all 
steam, he made for North Brother is- 
land, directly ahead. 


With the first ruah of smoke and fire 


those on the for ward deck were 
driven back and many were crushed 
against the rail and poshed overboard. 
As the panic spread many sprang over 
the rail, at first by twos and threes and 
then as the fire rushed aft they went 
ovjr by dozens. Crazed parents threw 
children overboard and then followed 
themselves, only to drown in the swift 
waters of Hell Gate. Before the ship 
was beached the crowded hurricane 
deck gave way and precipitated hun- 
ireds into the fiery furnace between 
decks, already choked with a strug- 
gling, panic-stricken mass of women 
arcl children. 


When the steamer was beached quite 


a distance of open water lay between 
her and the shore and here many per- 
sons perished either in the flimes or 
were drowned in efforts to reachshore. 
Every man on board who could swim 
went overboard loaded down with chil- 
dren. Many of these heroes lost their 
lives, because, burdened as they were, 
they could make no headway auainst 
the overpowering swirl of the tide.

VETOED BY BURGESS, 


Mayor Tata Objects to tiie Cow Ordinance 


Passed by Connoll Last Week. 


Chief Burgess Tato submitted the 


following communication to the town 
council on Tuesday: 


The President and Members of the Conn- 


cil of the Borough of Bedford, Pa. 


Q-ESTLEMBH:—I herewith return, without 
my approval, your enactment of June 0, 
1904, entitled "An Ordinance to Prevent 
Horses, Cattle, Sheep and flogs from 
Running at Large Witbin the HoroURh of 
Bedford" for the following reasons, viz: 


1. The penalties imposed are, in my opin- 


ion, excessive, and, if imposed, would be 
burdensome, especially to the class of oir 
citizens most likely to be the owners of the 
trespassing and annoying nnimals. 


2. The officials most likely to be entrust- 


ed with th? enforcement of the ordinance, 
if ordained, under ita provisions requiring 
the "borough constable, or any person 
whom the council of said borough shall des- 
ignate or appoint,1' to enforce it during the 
continued vacancy in the office of borough 
constable, would, in all probability be some 
irresponsible person, not under bond, not 
even sworn to the faithful and impartial 
discharge of his duties. At least the enact- 
ment under consideration provides for none 
of these safe-guards. 
I endorse, in the main, the objects sought 


to be attained by the enactment, and con- 
cede that straying animals, within oar bor- 
ough, are a great nuisance, and one that 
the town council should be diligenttoaba'e. 
If existing legislation does not afford ade- 
quate protection, if enforced, I would sug- 
gest that you act promptly so that a more 
liberal, yet as effective, remedy be provided 
as outlined in the enactment returned, but 
divested of its objectionable features. 


Until this is done by you, I would caution 


and warn the owners of all animals al- 
lowed by them to stray upon our streets 
and trespass upon private property, that 
they are liable to have their straying ani- 
mals taken up, by anyone, and the costs 
and penalties of existing laws and ordi- 
nances enforced against them.

Oa Friday 76 union workmen 
were deported. Sixty men confined in 
the Cripple Creek bull pen were taken 
to the county jail on the same day and 
charges 
of murder were preferred 


against 
them. 
Thirty-three 
union 


miners and sympathizers were put on a 
special train on Tuesday of this week 
and taken to New Mexico. The citi- 
zens' committee has issued a statement 
in which a ban is forever declared on 
the Western Federation of Miners, the 
American Libor Union, the Cripple 
Creek Trades and Labor Assembly.and 
the Colorado State Federation of La- 
bor, "kindred criminal organizations." 
It takes a determined stand against 
strikes of any kind, walkouts and boy- 
cotts and is a positive statement that 
no union in the future must in any 


tacked the Japanese forces near Pol- 
andian, Liaotung peninsula, on Satur- 
day but the enemy lured them on by a 
feigned retreat, and ^lien outflanked 
the Russians, who lost SOO men. Al- 
miral Togo's bombardment of the west 
coast of the Liaotung peuiu&uiacaused 
3,000 Russians to evacuate Yinkow.

June 1G —The Shanghai correspond- 


ent of the London Standard reports 
that the Russian-Siberian fleet has been 
totally annihilated by the Japanese fleet 
and that the Japanese lost two of their 
warships in the great naval battle of 
Wrdnesday in the Straits of Korea. 
The Russians were routed at Politehan 
after a sanguinary engagement, leav- 
ing 1,200 dead upon the field of battle. 


From New York to St. Loula on Foot. 
Saturday afternoon three members 


of the Fourteenth U. S Nitional Re- 
serves—Charles R. Mauuus, Henry 
Wilkening and William Hutton, of 
Brooklyn—arrived in Bedford. These 
ycuBg men have beou detailed by the 
government to go from New York to 
St, Louis on foot in order to ascertain 
how long it will take to make the 
journey. They are to walk the whole 
distance, estimated to be 1,600 miles; 
carry 40 pounds of baggage, blankets, 
tents, etc.; and each one is allowed 33 
cents a day for rations. If they reach 
St. L juis on or before July 15, they in- 
formed us, the reserves will each re- 
ceive a priza of 51,000. 
They left New 


York city on May 17, after a royal 
"sand-off," in which the mayor partici- 
pated, and will be received by Mayor 
Wells, of St. Louis. 
Thay hive been 


traveling at the rate of 20 miles a day 
and claim to be ahead of their schedule. 
The boya are strong, husky fellows 
and are enjoying their tramp, having 
g&ined a few pcuids each since they 
started.

WASHINGTON, June 14 —Senator Gor-

erted under an expectation, if not an 
understanding, that as lawmakers the 
corporate interests shall be subserved. 
* * * Tha danger lies in the fact 
that they are so powerful and that the 
pressure of so much power upon the 
individual lawmaker tempts him to 
forget the nation. 
And the danger is 


greater because it is insidious." 


The above statement was made by 


Justice David J. Brewer, of the United 
States supreme court, in an address to 
the graduating class cf a law school. 
The truth oi the justice's remarks 
•trougly appeals to all patriotic citi- 
zens who place principle above parti- 
sanship, but the vast army of per- 
yerted politicians, especially those of 
Pennsylvania, were no doubt greatly 
shocked when they read what Justice 
Brewer had the temerity to say. The 
ordinary man who would put himself 
on record as the supreme court judge 
has done would most likely be de- 
nounced by a certain favored few 
which feed upon the fat of the land as 
an "enemy to vested interests, a foe of 
capital and one who was endeavoring 
to set class against class.'' 
But fortu- 


nately for Judge Brewer, he is a jus- 
tice of the supreme court cf the United 
States and not simply a private citiz?n 
or a newspaper. 
If either of these 


should hold the same opinions and give 
expression to them with the laudable 
purpose of serving the country they 
would be pummekd by the powers 
that be.

The time seems to have come when 


American women have to be taught 
how to rest. They have learned near- 
ly everything else, but resting is some- 
thing a good many ol them have never 
had time to acquire. 


There is a saying that Providence 


looks after the lame and tha lazy. Tbe 
implication is, apparently, that the 
healthy and the industrious know how 
to take care of themselves. The fact 
remains, however,that they seldom do. 
They go until they drop and never 
seem to have the least idea that they 
are overdoing until they give cut en- 
tirely. 


One of tha first things to he learned 


about resting is that it is like some 
other remedies for the ills of this life. 
It IB worth twice as much if taken at 
an early stage as it is if delayed until 
the disease has had time to gain 
ground. The true philosophy of rest- 
ing is to rest before one is really tired 
To know when to stop is as important 
a part of life's schooling aa to learn 
where to begin. Iadeed,the beginning 
often presents itself, while the stop- 
ping place requires searching for. 


Our Puritan conscience—in so many 


lines a bDon, in so many others a bane 
—is one of the obstacles in the way of 
stopping in time. The average busy 
woman who wants to rest feels,just be- 
cause it would ba an agreeable sensa 
tion, that it must somehow be wrong.

How many busy women make a point 


of taking a little nap every afternoon.

Active exercise 


is as much a desideratum of rest as ab- 
solute repose. 


The woman who rides a wheel ought 


never to get really tired. For I do not 
call it getting tired to have a sensation 
of healthy weariness in limb and mus- 
cle. That is the sort cf thing that 
brings sleep and rest. It is not in the 
least like the jaded sensation that 
comi s over the woman who has toiled 
it her household duties all day or who 
has sat at her sewing until her back 
and eyes and fingers ache.

All have their pa 
in teaching her to rest—which in i 
best meaning is a change of occup 
tion. When women have once maste 
ed the science of resting they will 
better work, have better husbands an 
children and bring the ration and t] 
race to a higher level of health an 
happiness than they occupy at th 
present.
